ENGINEERS. 


While the Bagdad Railway still lingers on 
its way eastward, the fertile delta of the 
Euphrates is being slowly but surely developed 
by the Daira Sanich of His Imperial Majesty 
the Sultan, Large new areas are being brought 
under cultivation, the riverine trade is inereas- 
ing rapidly, and the railway, when it reaches 
its goal, will traverse for the last 200 miles of 
ita route a district where much has been done 
to repair the neglect of centuries, With the 
opening up of the country to trade and the 
increase of cultivation, the demand for mecha- 
nical appliances of every description is bound 
to increase, and from news received from what 
we believe to be a well-informed source, we 
gather that there is already « considerable 
demand for oil pumps at Basra and 
Hitherto the general want of technical skill has 
militated against their introduction. It is all 
very well to introduce machinery, but what if 
none of the purchasers are able to instal 
it or to manage it. when installed? Tho 
answer’ is simple: tho engineering firms 
must themselves undertake the instruetio# 
of the purchasers, They will have to do, not 
with stupid barbarians, but with a race that 
possesses many of the best characteristics 
of the Egyptian, joined to quicker wits and 
greater readiness to accept responsibility, 
And if British engineoring firms wish to share 
in the profits that will certainly accrue to 
the engineering trade as whole from the 
opening up of Mesopotamia they must set 
to work themselves to push their machinery 
and-to instruct their clientéle how to make 
the most advantageous use of their purchases, 

What is required to ensure success is the 
dispatch to the spot of a competent and 
responsible representative of the Buitish en- 
gineering trade, He should visit Mesopotamia 
in the winter, make local enquiries, give re- 
liable technical advice, provide estimates; and 
rective orders, He should be accompanied by 
reliable and tactful fitter, who would stay 
for at least a year as a trial, and who could 
be trusted to put up pumps #0 that they would 


aber | work at their maximum efficiency, and repair 


any machines that get out of order, He should 
also be prepared to give instructions to per- 
sons to be employed in taking charge of pumps, 
Let combination of British firms take this 
course, and they will have an excellent chance 
of securing this market for British machinery, 
If they wait, the lapse of every month 
brings with it a greater risk that French or 
German firms will enter the field. If the 
home firms are unwilling to try the experiment 
are there no British engineering companies 
in Egypt with the imagination and vigour to 
tackle the problem? ‘They will have every 
assistance from H.B.M.'s Consul at Bagdad.

BUDGETARY ESTIMATES FOR 1907. 

According to the report of the Adminiatrator 
of the Alexandria Monicipality on the budget- 
ary estimates for 1907, the latter figare out as 
follows :— 


Revenne ... ... LE. 221,000 
Expenditure » 217,390 
Reserve L.E. 3,700 


The continval progress of the municipal 
sources of revenue, says Mr. Chataway,. allows 
him to toresee for 1907 receipts exceeding by 
L.E. 26,000 those embodied in the Budget of 
1906. ‘his satisfactory augmentation is mainly 
due to increased revexne under the head of the 
tax on buildings (L.E 7,80), the tax on car- 
riages and beasts of burden (L.B. 4,1’ 0), the 
2% house tax L.E. 2,509:, road does (LE. 
3,200), qnarry does (L.E 2,500), abattoir 
receipts (LE. 2,000), etc. 

After referring in detail to the various heads 
of revenue,the Administrator says that the fact 
mast not be lost sight of that the budgetary 
eqnilbbriom is only jost maintained by the 
Municipality's present resources, and that if 
the bodget has sensibly increased, it is far 
from having reached the amount which the 
needs and charges of the city will shortly 
necessitate for the upkeep of all the new works 
which have already been andertaken,and which 
the fiesh extraordinary resources will allow 
them to undertake in amore or leas early fature, 
for the sanitation, aeration, and embellishment 
of the town. Chataway Bey adds: — “The 
creation cfabig reserve suggested by me in a 
Previous report is logically dependent on the 
importance of the exce-s of receipts over 
expenditure ; it ie ther fore materially impos- 
sible, unless by a reduction of expenditare—to 
the detriment of the real needs of our various

Tho reason for Germany's predoinance in 
the trade is andonbtedly to the fact that she 
caters for the masses, the result being that she 
produces a low-grade article which is aold at 8 
very cheap price. She is also liberal with ber 
terms, allowing 5 % to the agent and 5 % for 
cash within 30 days or even longer. Oa the 
other hand, it is generally admitted that, 
excluding the relatively small be'ter class 
European trade, the English articles are too 
good for the requirements of Ezypt. We mast 
also confss that, io the course of oar investiga- 
tions, we have met the old story of the refasal 
of home manufacturere to alter their sizes. In 
this connection, one well known firm stated to 
us that some time ago they obtained samples 
of ladies stockiags, the sizes and shapes «f 
which, on arrival, were found to be entire'y 
ansoitable for this market.

observers and investigators with thi data 
accumulate! during the past ten or twalve 
years by his department. It ia a storehons: 
of information relating to that most remark 
able, and ontil recent years most mysterions, 
of rivers. 

We propose to give a brief statemant, 
based on tho information contained in the 
monograph, of the more important featares 
of the mateorology of tha Nile Valley and 
their relations to the physiography of the 
whole area. 

The river obtains ita supplics from two 
collecting areas, one the eqaatorial lake platean, 
(between lat. 5°S. and lat. 5 N., and long. 
<8" and 35° E.), aud tha sesoud the Abyasi- 
nian mountain aod plateau area (between lat. 
7° N.and 14° N., and long. 35° and 40” B.). 

The tormer is the larger catchment basin, 
and includes the Victoria, Albart Eiward and 
Albert Lakes, which serve as reservoirs to store 
the rainfall of the whole region. ‘I'he Victoria 
Lake (eqaal in area to Scotland) is aboat 4,000 
feet above the sea, and is slightly lower than 
the mean level of tha plateaa. The ground rises 
slightly to the south and erst, and rapidly to 
the west to the elevated peaks of Rawanzori, 
which separate it from the rift valley, io which 
are situated the Albert Elward and Albert 
Lakes connected by the Sem'iki River. The 
catchment area of the Victoria Lake is only of 
comparatively small extent, not more than 
twice the area of the lake, the level of which 
hence varies very slightly with the season. The

EXTRACTS FROM HOME PAPERS. 


Internal Discontent In Germany. 

On the eva of the meeting of the Reichstag 
General von Podbieleki’s resignation. has been 
accapted. The Proesian Minister of Agricnitare 
leaves office adorned with the insignia of one 
of the most illustrious Orders which his Sove 
reign has to bestow. His retirement will never- 
theless be generally regarded as a recogr ition 
of the force and autbority of public opinion. 


The late Minister was unpopular with the 
masses of the German people because of the 


extrema views vpon agricultoral protectiov 
which he shared with the narrowest and the 
most conservative of the Prassian Agrarians. 
His policy has lef; its mark upon the new 
treaties of commerce which Germany has been 
concluding with her neighbours, and at home 
it is regarded as one of the main canses of the 
great rise in the cost of meat which is occa- 
sioning snch widespread discontent in the 
Fatherland . ... 6. 2. © se we eee 
The sacrifice ie, no doubt, expedient, bat it 
will hardly suffice to assnage the general dis- 
gontent and. aveasiness which are said to per- 
vade almost all classes of the German nation. 
These feelings have their root in causes far 
wider and deeper than resentment at the con- 
duct of an individual Minister, or even than 
displeasure at the general condoct cf pub'ic 
affairs. They arise not fiom the mismanage- 
ment of those aftairs, though with a nation 
which has its full share ot vanity this doubt- 
less has helped to i: flime them, but from the 
great and growing dissati-faction that tha 
management of the country chonld remain 
exclusive'y covfined to the present bards. An 
inflaentia! South German newspsper boldly 
attribntes them to what it calls, with soma 
petolance perhapr, a “crisis of absolutism.” 
The phrase is exaggerated, bnt that it ex- 
presses a trath no observers who have watched 
the growth’of modern Germany, and tha deve 
lopment of political thoaght within her borders, 
will qneation. (‘Limes’). 

A Plea for Official Recognition. 

Sensitive sa they are to fl tuations in inter- 
pational prestige, the subjects of Wiliam II. 
are, at present, more nearly concerned witb 
the prolonged negation of their civic rights. 
They cast their eyes abroad, and see that the 
peoples of less intellectual and less progressive 
countries bave a definite, voice in the manage- 
ment of their domestic affairs. A Frenchman, 
an Italian, qn Austrian, or -Hongarian, oven 
a Bulgarian or Servian, can take his part in 
the making or unmaking of s Ministry. In 
Gefmany, if there is a “Chancellor crisia,’ the 
electors are but an sndience invited to witness 
a show which is planned and managed behind 
thescenes «6 et tt 
The situation would, perhapr, be considered 
less intolerable if the only parties concerned 
were Emperor and Reichstag, King and people. 
Bat. between the Monarch and his subjects 
stands the Court canfarilla, a clique’ of 
flatterers and adventurers, whose business 
it is to prevent the Roler from sscertaining 
the mind and thought of the nation. If we may 
believe the journals—which are, without dis- 
tinction of party, practically onanimoos—the 
courtiers are only too successful in the arts of 
mystification. They play alike cn the finer 
impulses of the Emperor's character and on 
the lees noble traits—on his gererosity, his 
self reliance, and his vanity. Nihil est quod 
credere de se Nod possit cum laudatur dis wqua 
potestas. It is hurd, indeed, for an absolute 
Roler to ignore adulation and set a limit to 
his own capacity. (‘Standard.”) 

Belgium and the Congo. 

In the course of his apeech at the Goildhall 
barquet on Fridey last, the Marquess of Ripon 
pointed ont that the best solution of the Congo 
diffiealty lay insthe annex tion by Belgiam of 
the territories of the Free State, which thence- 
forward wonld exist only as a Belgian colony. 
In that event it may ba assuwed that Belgium’s 
national pride could not for a moment allow 
her to countenance the perpetuation of the 
systém with which the rule of her Sovereign 
in Africa is onhappily associated. If ehe should 
decide to tske this step. and to assume the 
barden which would thereby be cast upon her, 
she may be well assured that she will be ham- 


rered by no istorferarce on tho part of thi? 
country. Rather than that she may rely on the 
energétic aympathy of all persons who have 
recognise | that in this course lies the salvation 
of the Congo natives. If, bowever, Belgiom 
should not see her way to undertake this duty, 
then, as Lord Ripon pointed out on Friday, it 
will be for this conntry and the other Powers 
to consider what concerted action may be taken 
to enforce tha provisions cf the Berlin Act 
of 1885. (“Morning Post.”) 

Adverse Legislation and Investments. 

The queation cf safe inves: ments is a very 
difficalt one for men who have no financial 
experience. In the old diya, when Consols were 
not sufficiently attractive, the pr fs sional 
man and the offiix] witha fixed income had 
an alternative in mortgages on land, which 
vere thonght to be as eafe as Consols them- 
selves, But,,what with the depreciation ‘of 
agricnitural property and predatory legislation, 
beginning wth Ireland and apreading to the 
rest of the United Kingdom, the former sense 
of security hws vanished, and it will not be 
long before testators will fortid their trastees 
to inveet money in land in Great Britein, as 
they hava for years done with regard to 
Ireland. Under s Government which crouches 
before the Laboor Socialist party, even rail- 
way Debentures of the highest clasa are weak- 
ened. There is an old-fashioned complaint 
that people will invest io risky ventares in 
foreign countries, and yet refnse to take up 
promiring prospects at home. ‘The explana- 
tion, in part at least, is that confidence in the 
political jastice of the country is shaken, 
Land, breweries, and railways are menaced by 
adverse legislation, and men with money to 
invest look out for opportanities in lands 
where tha risks are lees obvious. (‘'Telegraph”) 
British Cotton for British Mills. 

Of such great national aud Imperial im- 
portance is the growing of the cctton reqaired 
for oar manufactares within the Empire that 
no apology is needed for referring again to 
the work of the British Cotton Growing Agso- 
ciation. ‘I'he second annual report of the 
society, which is jast issued, is partly en- 
couraging and partly disappointing. The 
initial loss on working has been greatly re- 
doced, and the council state that they have 
reason to hope it will be still farther redeced 
next year, while in 1908 they expect to rhow 
an even account and possibly a profi-. Such 
sanguine expectations might be disconnted 
ware it not that excellent results have already 
been showa; and within a not very large 
number of years the British Cotton Growing 
Association, and other allied bodies which may 
epring up in other parts of the Empire, having 
the same end in view, might quite possibly be 
able to grow all the cotton required by British 
manofactorers. That ie, if they receive doe 
measure of support. Patriotism and self-interest 
alike should indace the Lancashire mill- 
owners and operatives to take up shares in the 
Association ; bat the report before us does 
not indicate that they are inclined to do 
much. It is sincerely to be hoped 
that the work of the British Cotton Growing 
Association will ba better supported in the 
fatare by those whom it was formed to benefit.

King Haakon’s Visit to England. 

“he first visit to our shores of the first King 
of modern Norway would in any circumstances 
have been an interesting and a picturesque 
event. To find a parallel ‘we mast needs go 
back to the Middle Ages, to the ill-fated Maid 
of Norway, to tha “brave old ballad of Sir 
Patrick Spene,”’ and the time before the Union 
of tha Crowns, when none ofthe kingdoms 
founded by Northmen was as yet a Great 
Power, and the Norwegian King could boast 
for atime a rathsr greater prestige, and evan, 
perbaps, a somewhat higher atx ndard of civiliz s- 
tion than their consins of Euglaud and Scot- 
land. ‘These reminiscences, lyse nothing in 
avpositeness when we remember that modern 
Norway, in asserting her independence and 
dissolving !hs per-oaal union with the Berna- 
dotte dynasty of Swsdea, his chosen as her 
Sovereigns a Danish Princa and an English 
Princass. Perhaps bseaase.Norway has been for 
so long 8 nation without @ saparats crown or 
a separate history, and bacause political 
interests have touched onr own so slightly, it 
is natural that the sentiment of our common 
origin and oor arcient relationship should ho!d 
its place in the imagination of the two peoples.

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INTERESTING DISCOVERIES 


A discovery at present unique in Egypt was 
annoanced by Mr. F. @. Hilton Price (pre- 
si¢eut), at the general meeting of the Ezypt 
Exploration Fund, held at Burlington House, 
Piccadilly, last week. While excavations were 
going on st Deir-el-Bshari, a-shrine containing 
ita goddess was fonnd intaot, and the oldest 
temple at Thebes was unearthed. 

When all the rubbish had been cleared away 
the top of an arch became visible, made of two 
blocks leaning against each other. A hols 
having been made anderneath, it was found 
that this arch was the forepart of an arched 
room or shrine, in which was discovered a 
netural-sized Hathor cow, cut ont of sand tone 
and painted, in a perfect state of precervation. 
‘This was the great find of the year.. It was 
the firat time on record that a shrine containing 
a god or goddess had been met with intact. A 
message was at once despatched to Cairo, and 
soldiers were sent to gaard it; buat betors 
they arrived Mr. Correlly, who was engaged 
in the work, sat up all night with the charge 
to protect her from harm. ‘I'he cow ia of the 
rame type as its modern representative, is 
painted a reddish-brown, with curious black 
spots in the form of a four-leaved clover, and 
on both sides of the neck ate papyrus flowers 
avd bods. The shrine in which it was found 
was built of sandstone blocks, covered with 
stucco, and elaborately painted and acu! ptared 
with pictores of Thothmes and Merit Ra and 
tha cow of Hathor. The whole of this shrine 
was taken down, and carefally transported, 
together with ths cow, to Cairo, where it haa 
bean rebuilt in the Cairo Maseum. The neck 
of the cow bears the cartouxhes of Amenophis 
II, the soa of ‘Thothmess III. of the Eighteenth 
Dynasty. *It is in high relief, showing that it 
‘was contemporsry. 

Experts declare this to be the finest speci- 
men of Egyptian animal scnipture yet found. 

In an address (read by Mr. Hall) M. Naville, 
who has be3n carrying ont these excavations, 
gaid Deir-el-Bahari wonld baa lasting work of 
the fond of Egypt. It was one of ths great 
attractions, and one of the moat striking eights 
of all the antique remains at Thebes. When 
they had csrried away the two mounds of 
rabbish on both sides of the ramp, the whole 
end of the valley at the foot of the majeatio 
cliffs ot Deir-el-Bahari would be cleared and 
open, and the visitor crossing from ‘the river 
would have before his eyes, nota labyrinth of 
robbish mounds, bat two temples of remark- 
able design, dedicated to various gods, and 
chiefly the goddess who was sapposed to dwell 
in the caves of the mountain, and to go down 
ocoasionally to the river—Hathor, mistress of 
the west. Oue of these temples, the largest, 
was built bya mighty queen; ita pillar bad 
been re-erected, and its ceilings restored by 
the fond, so as to protect the sculptures, 

Dr. B. P. Grenfell reported finds of literary 
papyri at Oxyrbynchus far excending the 
discoveries of any previous season. ‘hese com- 
prised new odes of Pindar, parts of the lost 
tragedy of Euripedes -on Hypsipyle, parts of a 
new Greek historian, and of a commentary 
on the second book ot Thuoydider, the second 
half of the Symposiam, and portions of two- 
manuscripts of the Phaedrus of Plato, of the 
Panegyricus of Isocrates. and the speech of 
Demvsthenes sgainst Boeotus. These mann- 
scripts all belong to the second or third 
century. F 

Coming to the new Gospel fragment, which 
was foond in one of the later mounds of the 
town, with papyri of the fourth to the sixth 
centary, Dr. Grenfell said it contained a 
complete account of a dramatie episode. The 
scene is at Jerusalem, by the Temple, and the 
fragment begins with the conclusion of a speech 
of our Lord to His disciples, exhorting them to 
avoid the example of the Pharisees,‘and in 
solemn words warning them of the: penalties 
which await the evil-doer both in this world 
aud in the rext. Jesus then takes His disciples 
with Him inside the Temple to the place of 
purification, where His presence is challenged 
by a Pharisee, who reproaches Him for eatering 
the sanctuary without having performed the 
requisite religious ceremonies of parification. 
A short dislogne ensues, in which Jesns asks 

the Pharisee if he is pore, and the Jew 
auswers, recounting the difterent reigions 
‘ tites for cleansing purposes which he hus 
| observed. To this our Lord delivers an eloqaent 
and crashing reply, contrasting ontward with 
inward parity. Iu stern accents He recalls the 
foulness of the pools below the Temple hill, 
and draws a striking contrast between the 
outward bathing presoribed by Jewish ritoal 
and the inward cleansing which He and His 
digciples bave received in the waters of eternal 
: life. 
t Controversy, said Dr. Grenfell, would range 
ra'her aboot the framework and the coloaring 
of the vivid picture disclored by the fragment 


of the Pharisees waa no stronger than that 
which ocenrred, for instance, in Matthew xxiii., 
25, and Luke xi, 37. The chief difficulty was 
in connection with the cere mor-ial observances 
of Jewish ritual which, according to the 
Pharisee, were necessary before entering the 
‘ Temple itrelt. 
Having conoladed his address, Dr. Grentell 
; regited the new ode of Pindar. 
} Sir Jobn Evans was elected vice-president in 
‘the place of Lord Grenfell, and the retiring 
members of the committee were re-elected. On
